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UE $ thedaily expeQation ofthe comming of the 
\S@, Propoſfitions hath made his Majeſty this long 
& time ro forveargiving bis Anſwer unto theny, 
WP ſo the appearance of their ſending being no- 
Pec@=563 more for any thing he can heare,then it was at 
his firſt comming hither,notwithſtanaing that the Earle of 
Louderdate hath been' ar London abovethelet o'dayes,(whoſe 
not comming was faid tohethe onely Rop)hath cauſed his 
Majeſty thus ro anticipate their comming tobim, and yet 
conſidering his Condition,that his Servants are denied ac- 
cefle ro him, all but very few, arid thoſe by appointmenr, 
got his 'owne EleRion, and that it is declared a crime for 
any but the Commiſſioners, or ſuch who are particularly 
ermited by them,to converſe with his Majefſty,or that any 
tters ſhould be given to, or received from him, may hee 
not tritly fay;thar he is notin cafe fit to make Co miſſions, 
or give Anſwers, fincehe is nor Maſter of thoſe ordinary 
Adtons which are the undoubred Rights of :ny free-borne 
man, how.meane foever his birth be > And certainly hee 
would ftill be filef asra this ſubject, untill his Condition - 
were nwch mended; did he nor preter {ach a right under- 
fanding betwixt Him and his Parliaments of both King- 
domes,which'may make a firmeand Jaſting Peace in all His 
Dominions, pejore any parent oo hisown oranyearth- 
# therefope His Mapiy hath diligeitly tas 
/ours fot divers months patbb to 
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informe His Ulnderftanding, and£tisfie His Conſcience, 
that he might beableto giveſuch Aafwerstothe Propofiti- 
ons,as wonld be moſt agreeable to His Parliaments; but he 
ingenicuſly-profe fles, that notwith ftanaing all the paines 
that He:hith taken therein, the nature of ſome of them ap- 
peares ſuchunto him,that without diſcliming that. Perſon 
which God hath giver: him to judge by forthe good of him 
and His People, and without puiting the greateſt violence 
upon His own-Copſcience, He cannot give His conſent to 
all of them, yet His Majeſty (that. it may appeare to all the 
World how deſirous He is.to give full {atis:3ftion) hath 
_ thought fit hereby to exprefle His readineſſe to grant what 
' hemay,and His willingneſſe to receive from them,and that 
: Perſonally if His two Houſes at We?minſter ſhall approve 
-- thereof, ſuch further Information-in. the reſt as may beſt 
convince his.judgment, and fatisfic thoſe doubts which are 
not yet clecr nnto himdefiring them alſo to conſider that if 
His Majeſty intended to.winde.himſeife out of theſe trou-. 
- bes by,indire meanes, were it not eafic for hit now. rea- 
+ dilyto.conſent to what hath or ſhalbe propoſed unto him, 
ba ph EY chuſe his time to breake all, alleging, that 
forc'tcorceſſions are not to bekept,furelybe mjghr,and nor 
\ Incurrea hard cenſare from ſame indifferent men?But max- 
ines in this kinde arc not the guides of his Majeſties aQi- 
-* ©ns,for he freely and -cleerly avows,that he holds itunlaw- 
full for any man, and moſt baſe in a King,to.recede from his 
promiſes for having been obtained by force or-under res 
_ ſkraint3 wherefore his Majeſty not only rejeRing thoſe arts 
which, he efteemes unworthy of him, bur even paſſing by 
that which he might well infiſt upan as point of honour,in 
reſpe& of his pre:cnt condition, thus anſwers the firft Pro 
poſition. That upon-his.Majeſtics. comming to Londen,he 
will heartily joyneinall that ſhall concergethe honour of 
hisgyo Kingdomes or the Aﬀembly pi the Stzjes pf Fete

land, or of the Commiſſioners or Deputies ofeither King 
dome, particularly in thoſe things which are deſired, inthat. 
Propolition;upon confidence,thatall of them reſpe&ively 
with the ſame tendernefle will looke upon thoſe things 
which concerne his Majeſties honour. 

In anſwer to all the Propoſitions concerning Religion, 
His Majeſtie propoſeth, that he will confirmerhe Presbyte- 
rial Government, the Aſſembly of Divines at Feſtminſter, 
- ard the Diredaorie,for three yeares,being the time ſet do:yne 
by the two Houſes, ſo that His Majeſtie & His Houſehold 
be not hindred from that form of Gods Service which they 
formerly had: And alſo,that a free conſultation and debate 
be had with the Divires at Feſtminfler(twentic of his Maje- 
ſties nomination being added unto them) whereby it may 
be determined by his Majeftie and the two Houſes, how the 
Church ſhall be governed after the ſaid three yeares,or ſoo- 
ner, if differences miy be agreed. Touching the Covenant, 
his Majeſty is not yet therein ſatisfied,and defires to reſpite 
His particular Anſwer thereunto , untill His comming to 
L ondon, becauſe it being a matter of Conſcience,he cannot 
give arc{olution therein, till he may be aſtſted with.the ad- 
vice of ſome of his ovn Chaplains,which nath hitherto bin 
denyed Him,and fuch other Divines as ſhalbe moR proper 
to informe Him therein; and then He will make gicarly ap» 

pearc, both His zeale to the Proteſtant profefiion, 2nd the 
Union of thoſe two Kingdoires, which he conceives to be 
the main drift of this Covenant: To the 7 and 8-Propofiti- 
ons,his Majeſtic will conſent: To the 9 bits Majeſtis deuvts 
not but to give goad ſatis fation,when he ſhalbe particular« 
ly inf >rmed how the $aid penalties ſhalbe. levied and:diſpo-

rayſemoneys for the piyment and ſatistying all pubJique 
Debrs,cxpr ins alſo thar his will be thereiq inc'uded, A;

ſty cannot conſent unto it 1# rermitris as 1t Is propoſed, be- 
canſethereby he conceives, he wholly parts withthe power 
of the Sivord entriffted 'to himby G 2d'-nd the Laws of the 
Land forrhs protection and Government of his people, 
rhereby at once diveſting hitmſeit,ard Cil-inheriting his Po-
